Bar Hit Nature Reserve 
Hi again, 
August already, but what a year 
1 so far for the reserve. Spring saw 
y* 





the flowers emerging in and 
around the pond (which has 
grown up nicely since it was dug in 1992) dam- 
selflies, dragonflies, numerous surface and sub- 
surface insects, amphibians (frogs, toads and newts) 
a fantastic variety of birds in and around the 
reserve and a couple of interviews with Radio 
Cambridgeshire for their nature spot. 

Imagine if you can the poplar trees along the 
southern edge of the reserve; there are 23 in all. 
FOR - they are tall and green, and stand in a line. 
AGAINST - they are getting to the end of their life, 
some are rotten and starting to fall apart, they 
don't act as a wind break, birds don't nest in their 
branches. 

Now imagine a hedgerow in the same place. 
FOR - a hedgerow of mixed species (blackthorn, 
hawthorn etc.) acts as a wonderful windbreak, 
birds use it to nest in, bees and insects seek out the 
flowers, birds.use the berries in the winter (when 
other food is scarce, plus the seeds are deposited 
in other locations, possibly creating new hedge- 
rows), all sorts of animals use the bottom for 
shelter and hibernation. It's also used as a wildlife 
corridor (for animals to move from one location to 
another) and its pleasing to the eye in spring and 
summer when it is in flower. 

AGAINST.... uumm! I can't think of anything. 

If anybody has any feelings on this matter, for or 
against, please let me know. I can be reached on

I would like to thank Nick Border of Littleport 
for supplying me with wood to build some nest 
boxes, thanks. 

There has been a good show of orchids again 
this year (Bee, Common Spotted, Early Purple, 
and the White variety and Pyramidal, plus a rarity 
from days gone by, the Corn Cockle, which is 
pleasing to see. 

Thanks to everybody who phones, writes or 
stops me in the street to let me know what they 
have seen or found; please keep on doing it, no 
matter how big or small, I'm always interested.

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Winterconrvfort rent scheme 


A Cambridge scheme helping homeless peo- 
ple find rented accommodation is being extended 
to rural South Cambridgeshire. 

South Cambs District Council has granted the 
homeless charity Wintercomfort, which runs the 
project, nearly £8,000 to take it into the Bar Hill, 
Fulbourn, Cottenham, Histon, Shelfords and Saw- 
stom areas. 

"We urgently seek accommodation in these 
areas, especially flats and bedsits", said Kim 
Gaimsborough, Manager of the organization's 
Reat Deposit and Support Scheme. 

Ste added: "We also need volunteers to come 
forward to act as link workers between tenants, 
landlords and the project manager. They ensure 
a smooth tenancy and that both landlord and 
tenamt get a very personal service". 

Wintercomfort has helped over 80 people find 
rented homes in Cambridge since the scheme 
was launched in September 1992. Under it, land- 
lords get a deposit guarantee and a month's rent 
in advance, normally obstacles to people on low 
incomes finding a rented home. 

The South Cambs scheme is aimed at home- 
less people falling outside the local authority 
housing net, Ms Gainsborough said. "The Coun- 
cil approached us because it liked our scheme. It 
waats to help non-priority homeless in its area, 
those people it doesn't have an obligation to 
howse. The exciting thing is that these are people 
we would have had to turn down because they live 
outside the city boundaries." 

Ms. Gainsborough said: "Our tenants may be 
people who have just fallen on hard times and 
often need help to regain control of their lives. 
Their main reason for being unable to get suit- 
able accommodation is lack of finance for one 
reaso# or another."
